That tho inquiry Into 'the responsi- 


bility for the toss of 510 lives will h« 
most thorough and searching was 
made apparent from tho outset. Cor- 
oner Traegcr said at the conclusion 
of tho day's testimony that ho would 
spend at least two weeks In hearing 
witnesses, and that between 200 and 
200 had been summoned to tell what 
they knew about the disaster. 


Comedian's Testimony. 


Eddie. Koy. the comedian, who was 


tlio star of tho ".Mr. Bluebeard, Jr.," 
company, which was giving the per- 
formance on the fatal afternoon, was 
tho most Important witness. With fal- 
tering voice and trembling lips lie told 
of lion' his first thought was for bis 
little boy. whom he had brought with 
Mm to the theater. Then, after he 
liail sent out his boy in the armx of 
ono of the men. how ho had rushed lo 
the front of the stage In a frantic ef- 
fort lo allay the fears of the audience 
ami lo prevent the panic which was 
breaking furth-.- 


The rnnipcllnn shook wilh emotion 


and restlessly tapped the railing at his 
side as he explained that It was the 
largest audlcnco ot wompn and chil- 
dren he had ever played to. and ho 
was horror-stricken at the possibility 
of a stampede. 


Thought Theater Fireproof. 


After hearing his graphic descrip- 


tion of the flood of fire end the- dead- 
ly panic Deputy Coroner Uuckley. who 
questioned the witnesses, led Koy on 
to tell definitely In Detail 
as 
to 


•whether there was any flru equipment 
on the stage or whether any precau- 
tions had been taltcn by the theater or 
company management In case ol fire. 
Koy stated positively that he 
had 


never seen any fire appliances on or 
about the Iroquols stage, that no In- 
structions had ever been given as to 
what to do lu enKo nt lire. 


Me went further and said It was gen- 


erally understood by himself and tho 
others that tliu Iroquois was consid- 
ered so absolutely fireproof that there 
was no irosslhllily of danger from lire. 
Consequently no ono gave it a thought 
nor .mlsoil concerning a possible tiro 
emergency. 


lie admitted that'the 1)1 no Heard 


company had ;-.ml u lire at Cleveland, 
but said ho li*il never expected u dan- 
gerous tire even from the class of 
lllrasy scenery which was carried. 


No Fire Orders. 


He said that Stage Manager Carl- 


ton, who, ar. well as himself, was an 
«mp!ovo of Klaw & Krlanger. owners 
of tho production, was In absolute con- 
trol on tho stage, but thnl Curl Ion had 
never gl- «M orders to the members of 
Uic coniiMiiy ••>.•->Is lire...

was Jparneil llfa'l' llnl' "suck"' llg'171, 
which, It has been proved, started tho 
fire, and the other-lights used wcro 
the property of the company and not 
of the theater. 


Questioned as to theaters' In other 


cities and Ihclr 
safeguards 
against 


tires, Koy said that In Now York, Phil- 
adelphia, and other places ho had al- 
ways iJotlcod at tho stago entrance 
lift; apparatus, which could be strap- 
ped on tho back while one wan run- 
ning about fighting a lire, and various 
other lire devices; also boxes of axes, 
picks and crowbars marked for tiso In 
caso of flro. At Uie Iroquois, how-

"Spot" Light Starts Trouble. 


Aloxnmlpr TohiiHton, a stage hand, 


gavo valuable testimony shoeing the 
utter lack of provision 
for 
safety, 


a'galnpt fire. 
He told graphically of 


the weak and futile elTorts made to 
put out ino blaze whan It was first dis- 
covered. 


Ho declared the flro was caused by 


a short circuit made by tho touching 
of the win; guide lino for the ashen- 
tos curtain romlng in contact with 
the "spot" light. This happened near 
the tup of the proscenium .arch and 
within a few Inches of it The sparks 
thrown out by the sputtering wlro Ig- 
nited the grand drapery and Instant- 
ly the mass of Dims? drapery near by 
was transformed Into a sheet of flame. 
The fireman xlatloned on .the stase 
was throwing kllfyro Into tho air. but 
tho blaze was six feet above his head, 
and he might as well have been mak- 
ing motions with a nllck. 


Emergency Drills. 


Johnston said he had worked as a 


stage hand for fourteen yearn In va- 
rious theaters, but had been In only 
ono during that time where Instruc- 
tions had been given for flre emer- 
gency. At that place thoy haxl a flr« 
patrol mado up of the regular stage 
hands drilled as a fire brigade. 


After escaping through 
the 
slrt« 


door of the stage, Johnston found Jo- 
seph H. Dougherty, the man from tho 
fly gallery, lying in the alley with his 
legs broken, having jumped from a 
window. Ho carried the man Into nn 
adjoining building and did not get 
within tho fire linos again.

Hear Curtain Expert. 


An unexpected witness was George 


W. Stetson, nn agent of the Mrtsna- 
chtisetts firm which sold the asbestos 
curtain to tho Irocpiols. Ho had visit- 
ed Chief O'Neill In furthoranre of ex- 
periments with any remnant, of the 
curtain, and was taken at once before 
tho coroner's Jury. 
Asldo from Ills 


assertion that hr: did not bollcve the 
curtain was burned, tho chief point 
elucidated In his testimony was that 
all tlii'atorn jise^ one-ply 'asbestos cur 
tains. Ihc HUIIIH :i;i that at tho !r<»]uols, 
whereas two-ply or thrno-ply would 
add materially to their power to pro- 
tect against tiro.

TIM: Jury deliberated but forty-five 


minutes before bringing In their ver- 
dict. 
They madcvu recommendation 


to mercy. 


Judgo Thomas, commenting on the 


recommendation, xald it was eminent- 
ly lilting, as Mr. Drlggs had undoubt- 
edly violated tho statute unwittingly, 
and was guilty only in u technical 
ficn.Ho. Ho added: 


"I wish I could Inlllct a sentence 


without imprisonment, but under the 
law I am not allowed to do .so. I shall 
• mako Iho sentence as light as I can. 
Meanwhile. Mr. Drlggs, you arc free 
to come and go." 


Judge Thomas 
told- counsel they 


could agree among themselves^as to 
thu day on which sentence, should be 
pronounced. Ho denied a motion lor 
a now trial, and reserved decision on 
a motion for u stay pending an appeal. 


Tho oxlromc penalty which can be 


inflicted on Drlggs is two years' im- 
prisonment and n fine of $10,000. 


In charging the jury Judge Thomas 


said: 


"Did 
Drlggs tender his service to 


th<2 Ilrandt-Dciit company In connec- 
tion with u government contract? Ho 
had a perfect rlslit to give his services 
gratuitously, . hut . If he was a con- 
gressman and received compensation, 
then I charge you that he is guilty," 


The defense tool: exception to this 


part of I ho charge. 


Mr. Drlggs, when called to the 


stand, freely admitted that ho had 
placed 250 of the company's machines 
in various departments' of the punt- 
office at Washington, and that ho was 
paid $12,500 by tho company. Ho did 
it, ho said, because he thought the ma- 
chine a good tiling, and ho acted as 
though it was simply a business prop- 
osition.
